Installation Instructions 


Ancient Empires” 
Windows 
1. Insert the CD-ROM into the CD-ROM drive. 
2. Select RUN from the FILE (Win 3.1x) or START 
(Win 95) menu, and type in DASETUP.EXE 
(where D: is the letter of your CD-ROM drive) 
then press «ENTER». 
Follow the on-screen instructions to complete 
installation. 
NOTE: The installation routine also allows you to view or 
print the manual. In addition to the DOS text file included 
on the CD-ROM, there is also a full color Windows ver- 
Sion of the manual - the On-Line User's Guide. To read 
the On-Line User's Guide, you must install the On-Line 
Users Guide Viewer at least once. 


Installing the On-Line User's Guide Reader
